NEW VIDEOCASSETTE RENTAL PLAN LAUNCHED BY 
WALT DISNEY PRODUCTIONS 


The Walt Disney Studio is launching 
a unique concept in videocassette 
marketing and has become the first 
major film company to offer an au- 
thorized rental plan directly to video 
retailers, announced Jim Jimirro, 
president of our Telecommunications 
and Non-Theatrical Division. 

“This national sales organization 
has been introducing the rental con- 
cept to retailers this month and the 
first responses have been extremely 
positive,’ Jimirro said. 

“The new videocassette industry 
has developed markets for both sale 
and rental of cassettes,” he ex- 
plained. “We've devised a specific 
plan for each market. We hope to 
achieve an across-the-board 
partnership with retailers so that both 
the studio and its distribution organi- 
zations can share in the proceeds 
from both sale and rental of all Dis- 
ney properties.” 

Under the new rental plan, ap- 
proved video retailers will pay a 
single fee to acquire a cassette for a 
period of 13 weeks and may rent the 
cassette any number of times during 
that period. And, of course, the 
dealer may purchase a separate in- 


ventory of cassettes for conventional 
customer sales. 


“Disney's new rental concept offers 
advantages to both the retailer and 
the consumer,” said Jimirro. “Be- 
cause our dealers will be organized 
and publicly identifiable, we'll be 
able to support them with nationwide 
advertising in addition to insuring a 
high level of quality control.” 

The decision to release videocas- 
settes was based on a trial distribu- 
tion deal with Fotomat that proved 
successful in four major cities earlier 
this year. 

Ten feature-length films will be 
available, including “The Black 
Hole,” “20,000 Leagues Under the 
sea, “Davy Crockett, King of the 
Wild Frontier,” "Pete's Dragon” and 
“The North Avenue Irregulars.” 


Three collections of classic car- 
toons will also be offered: "On Vaca- 
tion With Mickey Mouse and 
Friends,” “Kids Is Kids” starring 
Donald Duck, and “The Adventures 
of Chip ‘n’ Dale.” 

Rental and sale of the cassettes will 
be through video departments of 
stores and video specialty outlets.
